‘SUDDEN INCREASE IN MORTALI- 
TY FROM FEVER ALARMING, 


Bight Fatalities Yesterday, Against 
Thirteen for Last Week—Thirty- 
eight Cases Now in County Hospi- 
» tal, Received from Vartous Parts of 
the City—Water and Milk Supply 
Blamed—Health Officials Accuse Phy- 
_ ‘sielans of Failing to Make Reports. 
The sudden iticrease in typhoid fever cases 
and deaths in Chicago during the last week 
has alarmed the municipal health officials. 
Yesterday alone there were eight deaths 
reported from this disease. Last week there 
were only thirteen deaths during the entire 
seven days; and the week before ten. 
It this expected incréase continues,” said 
Dr. M. O. Heckard of the Health department 
last night, the deaths for next week would 
reach fifty. This increase is large.“ 
At the County Hospital in one ward alon 
there are seventeen cases of typhoid, These 
sufferers in ward 24 are all women. In the 
men’s department there are twenty-one more_ 
cases, a total of thirty-eight in this one in- 
stitution. Last week there were but five cases

in ward 24, and but sixteen in all the depart- 


‘ments of the hospital. 
The death rate from typhoid at the hos- 
pital has taken a sudden Jump. Between

Physicians Fail to Report. 
Hew gréatly the disease has spread 
throughout the city is not yet fully known 
by the health authorities. Charges are made 
that physicians are disregarding the rule

vestigation is now being made and rigid 
orders are to be issued that notification of

quirement to report typhoid cases.“ 
The blame for the spread of the disease 
i laid ¢hiefly to the city’s water supply or 
to impure milk hgtidied by dealers who man- 
age to evade the eyes of inspectors. 

The reports of tests of samples of Chicago 
water show daily that the supply from many 
stations is laden with disease germs. The 

recent lowering of the current in the Chi- 
-cago River and the drainage canal is held 
‘to have had much effect in injuring the 
‘quality of thé dity’s water supply. The 
Drainage Trustees lay much of the blame 
to the fact that the city’s intercepting sewer 
system has not been completed. 1 
The germs of typhoid must be swallowed 
to have ill effects,” said one of the physicians 
of the Health department. They usually 
enter the human system in foods or drink, 
chiefly in water or milk.“ 

The volunteer medical inspectors are send - 
tng in reports of bad sanitary conditions 
in the more crowded districts of the city 
which threaten to breed disease should the 

present hot weather continue. Dr. Neely

MURDER in INDIA 


Mrs. Susannah Benning Relates to Ev- 
ansten Audience What She Declares 
Is the True Tale of Miss Phebe 
Rowe’s Demise—Gives Details of the 
Tragic Fate Which Befell Bolo 
Singh, a Native Christian, Whe 
Burned Heathen God. 


The true story of the death of Miss Phoebe 
Rowe, a Eurasian missionary, who died in 
a village of northern India three years ago. 
became public yesterday for the first time in 
Evanston. As told by Mrs. Susannah Ben- 
ning, a returned missionary, who spoke re- 
cehtly at Emanuel Methodist Church, Miss 
Rowe was murdered by natives among whom 
she was working to advance the cause of 
Christianity. Her death followed that of 
Bolo Singh, a native Christian, who had as- 
sisted Miss Rowe, and who was killed under 
dramatic circumstances. 

It has been the prevalent belief in mis- 
sionary circles that Miss Rowe died a nat- 
ural death, but Mrs. Benning declared that 
this was a mistaken belief.) Because of fear 
that the true story of Miss Rowe’s death 
might injure the cause of missionary work 
Mrs. Benning requested her listeners to keep 
silence,.and it was not until yesterday that 
the narrative became public. 

From the story told by Mrs. Benning it 
appears. that word had come to one of the 
mission stations in northern India that a

They were cordial- 
ly received by the natives, who; after listen- 
ing to them attentively, promised to give up 
their image worship and to return to the 
Christian religion. 

Defies a Heathen God. 

One large idol by the name of Ray had been 
the especial object of the natives’ adoration. 
Rolo Singh obtained permission to destrqy 
this idol publicly. A great concourse of the 
natives turned out to witness the destruction 
of the heathen god. As the last vestige of 
the idol disappeared in the flames which had 
been kindled about it, Bolo Singh raised his 
hends upward and cried out in the presence 
of all: 

„Now, thou great god Ray, I have de- 
stroyed thy altar and thee. If thou hast 
power to avenge this insult, slay me before 
midnight.“ 

To the natives the words of Bolo Singh were 
of marvelous daring, and in their minds of 
superstition and darkness he was regarded 
with fear and awe. A commotion arose in 
the camp shortly after midnight and a great 
cry went through the village. When the 
natives poured from their huts to ascertain 
the cause of the commotion they found that 
Bolo Singh was dead. 


Both Missionaries Die. 

Without. warning the native missionary 
had been struck down by some silent, unseen 
power. To those familiar with the ways of 
the Bast Indians it is evident that one of 
those strange, subtle poisons with which the 
people of that land are so adept had been 
administered, and Bolo Singh had given his 
life for his faith, Phoebe Rowe soon became 
fll. It was not many days before she, too, 
was dead. 

The worshipers of the heathen god, who 
were undoubtedly the murderers of the two. 
missionaries, proclaimed that it was their 
god that had accomplished the death of the 
missionaries, and within a short time fifteen 
villages in that region had returned to idola-

The Boers are cred- 
ited with success in forcing Steinacker's 
Horse to evacuate Bremersdorp and to fight 
its way to Lembobo in Swasiland. This in- 
cident shows that the clearance of eastern 
Transvaal has not been so effective as was 
supposed. The British operations against 
Viljoen in north Middleburg have been more 
successful than the official dispatches have 
indicated, and the four columns codperated 
well in harassing the Boers. Western Trans- 
vaal is tolerably quiet and few incidents are 
reported from the Orange River Colony. Gen- 
eral French's campaign south of the Orange 
River is making slow progress, and the moral 
effect of sentences passed upon Cape rebels 
is not yet apparent. 

The most hopeful word brought by Baden 
Powell is that the war cannot last longer 
than three or four months. This is not re- 
b assuring tidings for a nation sighing wearily 
for peace.

PHILIPPINE COMMISSION HEARS 
PLEAS OF CITIZENS.

MANILA, July 27.—The discussion of the 
proposed charter for Manila was resumed at 
today’s session of the Philippine commission. 
Attorney Hartigan, representing the Stock 
Exchange, asked that the membership’ of the 
proposed Board of Commissioners for the 
government of the city be increased from 
three to five members, and that the board be 
composed of merchants who have no connec- 
tion with the regular officials. 


Tax Is Declared Excessive. 

The attorney also declared that the pro- 
posed tax of 2 per cent ad valorem was ex- 
cessive. 

The commissioners maintained that Manila 
property had not suffered by the insurrection 


the taxes were now less than before, when 
they were not sufficient to pay one-third of 
the municipal expenses, and insular funds 
had to be used. As the charter reduced the 
cost of the municipality. the commissioners 
were of opinion that the issuance of bonds 
was unnecessary and inconsistent with their 
authority. 


Plea fox Property-Owners. 

Attorney Ortiga, representing -property- 
owners, also opposed the 2 per cent ad va- 
lorem tax, stating that the income from real 
estate was 12 per cent in some cases and less 
in others, because the owners were bound by 
old leases. 

The commission suggested an amendment 
by which the owners should be assessed on 
the original value of the property. Where 
the property has increased in value the 
difference will be added, and where it has 
decreased it will be deducted. 

The property-owners are prepared to fight 
the tax, which, although it appears reason- 
able, will probably be reduced. 


May Buy Hospital in Manila. 

The Philippine commission has offered to 
purchase the San Juan de Dios Hospital, 
which is church property.

SUCCE..sOR OF WRECKED BATTLE- 
‘SHIP CHRISTENED AT CRAMPS’. 


Great Crowd Gathers in Kensington, 
Philadelphia, to Witness Ceremony 
and Cheers When Vessel Plunges 
Into. Water—Miss Mary Preble An-

Philadelphia, Pa., July 27.—The battleship 
Maine, designed to be bigger, stronger, and 
faster than its namesake, whose shapeless 
mass still lies in the harbor of Havana, was 
successfully launched today. One of the 
largest crowds that have ever seen a warship 
leave the ways at Cramps’ yards was on 
hand, and patriotism ran wild as the ship 
left its cradie.

Thousands of persons from other 
parts of the city were on hand, and, as the 
yard was thrown open to the public, every 
vantage point in the confines of the place 
swarmed with humanity.

BIG ADVANCE IN ARIZONA, 


TERRITORY MAKES REMARKABLE 
GAINS IN TEN YEARS. 


Value of Farm Lands, Improvements, 
and Live Stock Now $29,906,877, an 
Increase of 161.9 Per Cent Since 1890 
—Census Bulletin Reports Progress 
of Irrigation, Showing Amount It’ 
Has Improved Property — Large 
Part of Work Is Done by Indians. 


— 


Washington, D. C., July 27.—[{Special.]— 
Director of the Census Merriam today issued 
the first of a seriés of bulletins on farm areas, 
values, and products. It shows that in the 
Territory of Arizona there were 5,809 farms 
with a total acreage of 1,935,237 acres, of 
which 254,521 were improved. The owners 
of 1,769 of these farms were Indians, 
eighteen were Chinese, and sixteen were 
negroes. 

The total value of land, improvements, and 
live stock in Arizona was 829.908.877, being 
an increase of 161.9 per cent in the last ten 
years. Of this amount $15,458,717, or 51.7 
per cent, was in live stock. The total value 
of crops in 1899 was $2,478,298, and the total 
value of farm products, including animals, 
Was $6,007,007. 


Progress of Irrigation Work. 

Accompanying the bulletin is a chapter of 
the progress of irrigation during the last 
ten years, to the successful application of 
which is attributed the growing of hay, 
forage, cereals, vegetables, fruits, and other 
crops. In that period 545 miles of canals 
and ditches were constructed at a cost of 
$1,508,469. 

The number of acres irrigated outside the 
reservation is 185,396, the total increase in 
the ten years being 119,575 acres. The pres- 
ent average value of irrigated land, accord- 
ing to the bulletin, is at a low estimate $30 
per acre, or $3,587,250. Four thousand two 
hundred and ten of the 5,809 farms in the 
Territory were irrigated. 


Small Proportion of Renters. 


Of the white farmers, 11.5 per cent rent 
their farms for cash or on shares, 8.3 per 
cent manage them for wages, and 80.2 per 
cent own all or part of the Jand which they 
cultivate. Of the Indians the percentage of 
owners in whole or part is 99.4. 

Of the negro farmers, three operate their 
farms as salaried managers, twelve own 
farms containing 1,511 acres, with farm 
property valued at $60,422; and one leases for 
cash his farm of thirty-nine acres, with im- 
plements and live stock, worth $130. The 
total investments by negroes in agriculture, 
exclusive of farms owned by them and leased 
to others, is therefore $60,552. 


MAY PROBE “ INSANITY TRUST.” 


Governor Durbin of Indiana Probably 
Will Order State Board of Chari- 
ties to Investigate. 


Indianapolis, Ind., July 27.—[Special. ]—Gov- 
ernor Durbin,said tonight it is quite probable 
he will order the State Board of Charities to 
make a thorough investigation of the charge 
that the Marion County trust has sent 
sane men to the asylums, and to carefully 
search all the insane asylums in the State for 
sane inmates. This statement was made 
after a hasty perusal of a communication 
from Attorney General W. L. Taylor, recom- 
mending such action and inclosing a report 
made by Deputy C. C. Hadley. The Gover- 
nor took the report home with him to make a 
detailed study of it, and said he will take 
action on Monday. 

“I believe the State Board of Charities 
would be the proper body to make such an 
investigation,” said the Governor. As yet 
I know but little of the insanity inquest evil, 
should be punished if the things charged are 
true. 

The Board of Charities meets on Monday 
and it is believed the Governor will com- 
municate with the board at that time. At- 
torney General Taylor told the Governor, in 
submitting Deputy Hadley's report, that the 
examinations into the insanity of the ac- 
cused had become inquisitions, instead of in- 
quests. He said about 94 per cent of the per- 
sons committed to the asylum from Indian- 
apolis are either discharged, withdrawn, or 
die, and that more than 50 per cent of the 


county are found sane. Many of these never 
know their mental condition has been ques- 
tioned, but the members of the commissions 
and witnesses receive fees.

NEWS FROM INSURANCE FIELD. 


New Schedules on Tanneries and Beet 
Sugar Factories, the Latter 
a Novelty. 


The Governing committee of the union dur- 

ing its whaleback session on Friday between 
Chicago and Milwaukee adopted new tan- 
nery and beet sugar factory schedules. The 
latter is entirely new, none having been in 
existence for that class of plants. There is 
only one beet sugar factory in Illinois, but 
there are a number in Michigan and the 
Western States. None of them has ever had 
serious fifes, so the present schedule is 
based on general conditions and the known 
hazards of the industry. 
The new tannery schedule is one of those 
in the unprofitable classes ordered last year, 
and is estimated to increase the rates an 
average of 25 or 30 per cent. This can be re- 
duced if required improvements are made. 
The average rate has been about $1.20 and 
will be increased to $1.60. It will apply to 
over 100 plants in Western union territory, 
but half of these are in the excepted cities, 
Chicago alone having about forty, and will 
apply to them only if adopted by the local 
boards. The advances will apply chiefly to 
the tanneries in Michigan and Wisconsin, on 
which the losses have been heavy.

John F. Johnson of Logansport, Ind., 
Freed from Federal Prison by 
President McKinley. 


Logansport, Ind., July 27.—[Special.]— 
John F. Johnson, ex-President of the old 
State National Bank, who nearly five years 
ago wrecked that institution by his specula- 
tions, was pardoned from the Columbus 
prison by President McKinley today. In

The ex-banker's wife, 
Mrs. Mattie Johnson, has for years been 
working for a pardon, and a few weeks ago 
secured the signatures of Judge Baker and 
of District Attorney Wishard to the peti- 
tion. Within the last few days she saw the 
President personally in his Canton home. 

Mr. and Mrs. Johnson will visit with rela- 
tives for a few days in Pennsylvania. They 
are expected home some time next week. 

The doors of the State National were closed 
on May 20, 1807, after the discovery of forged 
papers to the amount of many thousands 
of dollars. Johnson confessed to the 
forgery. his total shortage amounting to 
nearly $600,000. Johnson pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment 
on one of the Indictments, the Judge not 
making his sentence cumulative, which 
would have put him in prison for life. 

Johnson, it was claimed, inherited a short- 
age, with the inte in the bank left by 
his father, and attempted to win the amount 
necessary in speculation. He is believed 
not to have profited personally a dollar in 
all his dealings with the bank. 


BUYS COAL AT LOWER FIGURE.

Citizens of Lemont are much exercised over 
| the sympathy that is being shown in Chicago 
for Mr. and Mrs. Frank Brede of that city, 
who recently were sent to the county jail 
for whipping their adopted son Willie. As 
told in Tur TRIBUNE several days ago, the 
couple were brought to Chicago handcuffed 
together by Constable New, and were taken 
in that condition to the jail, though the man 
is a cripple and the woman slight of build. 
Investigation in Lemont shows that the boy 
had been severely whipped, and that the 
constable had to protect the couple from 
a mob that wanted to whip them publicly. 
Witnesses there say that Mrs. Brede fought 
the constable so severely that he was forced 
to handcuff her to her husband to protect 
himself and to get her away from Lemont. 
Mr. and Mrs. Brede when they arrived in 
Chicago asserted that they had not had a 


fair hearing. 
“They had as fair a hearing it was 
ble to give them,” said Mrs. Richard 
vell, wife ot the Methodist minister of 
Lemont, yesterday.

ILLINOIS CONCERNS MUST STATE 
VALUE OF STOCK. 


Board of Assessors Notifies 500 Wealthy | 
Companies to File AMdavits Show- 
ing Worth of Their Franchise rie 
Plan Contemplates Giving the State 

Board of Equalization Chance to 
Add to Cook County’s Revenue List— 


Bond Purchases Create Suspicion. | — 


Illinois corporations doing business in Cook 
County must file sworn statements as to the 
value of their capital stock and franchises 
with the Board of Assessors. Notices to this 
effect were sent put yesterday to 500 wealthy 
corporations, and a proper valuation will be 
insisted on. 

While capital stock and franchise rights 
cannot be taxed by the local assessing bodies, 
yet the statements, it is believed, can be 
used in forcing the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion to add tens of millions of dollars to Cook 
County tax lists. 

According to law, every dollar of the capital 
stock of an Illinois corporation is assessable 
against that corporation, no matter who the 
owner may be. Many prominent Chicagoans 
have been charged by the Assessors with 
having invested money in these local com- 
panies with the avowed object of evading 
just taxes. 8 

This week the Board of Review will close 
its revision of personal praperty assessments, 
if present plans do not miscarry. An in- 
vestigation is being made of several cases 
where property-owners admitted investing 
their money in government bonds, which are 
not taxable, just prior to April 1, the time 
when all holdings are assessed. 

In such cases,“ said one of the reviewers, 
“it would seem that this step was taken 
simply to evade taxes. If this charge can 
be substantiated they will pay taxes on the 
property just the same, the law allowing 
assessments under such circumstances.”’ 

Among the cases to be considered during 
the week is that of L. Z. Leiter, who sched- 
uled but $2,000 as office furniture,“ adding 
at the bottom of the schedule filed with 
the Assessors: ‘‘ 1 am not a resident of Chi- 
cago, furthermore I Have no other personal 
property subject to taxation.“ In his formal 
complaint to the Board of Review Mr. Leiter 
asserts: I am not now a resiednt of Chi- 
cago and I filed a schedule with the Board 
of Assessors within the time provided by 
law.“

Proper Care for Patients. 

Notification is one of the measures recom- 
mended by the congress. Then follows the 
treatment at the sanatoria. This occupied a 
great deal of attention, and some instructive 
details were given of the system in Ger- 
many by which they are provided and main- 
tained for working men by sick insurance 
societies. 

The value of these institutions was in- 
dorsed. by a resolution. Sir John. Burdon 
Sanderson, who moved it, explained that 
the sanatoria required were those required 
for the poorer classes.

title of Lord Fairfax were set at rest by 
the eighth Lord, who, at the beginning of 
the last century, went to England and had 
his right to the peerage confirmed by the 
House of Lords, in a decree dated May 4, 
1800. As Albert Fairfax is the senior heir 
in the male line of this eighth Lord Fairfax, 
who was his great-great-grandfather, it 
naturally follows that he is the tweffth Lord 
Fairfax of Cameron, and he will remain 
so, irrespective of the question whether*he 
assumes the title of his ancestors, or with 
the good sense which characterized his 
father, his uncle, and his great-grandfather 
before him, he will prefer to be known as 
plain Mr. Fafrfax—a style more in keeping 
with the institutions of the commonwealth 
of which he is a citizen than would be any 
nobiliary handle to his name. 

‘There is no need whatsoever for him to 
abandon his American nationality and to 
become a subject of King Edward in order 
to hold the Fairfax barony. He would only 
de required to take out letters of British 
naturalization in the event of his wishing 
to take his place among the Scotch peers 
when they met at Holyrood in Edinburg 
on the election of each new Parliament, in 
order to choose the sixteen delegates, by 
which their order is represented in the House 
of Lords at Westminster. Albert Fairfax 
could not take part in this election at the 
Royal Palace of Holyrood until his name 
had been duly enrolled as a Scotch peer, 
entitled to vote as such by the Clerk of the 
Crown in Scotland, who cannot enroll him 
unless he can show that he is a British 
subject, either by birth or by naturalization, 

— 

OTHING young Fair- 
fax may do can de- 
prive him of his peer- 
age. Neither crown 
nor government 
nor courts of law 
has the power to rob 
him of his birthright. 
The latter is abso- 
lutely secure from all 
4 interference on the 
part of the sovereign, 
and the young Wall 
street clerk could 
perpetrate any crime 
of the calendar with- 
out forfeiting his title of Lord Fairfax. In 
the case of British peers who are likewise 
British citizens, their titles and hereditary 
honors may become forfeited by a legislative 
act of attainder in the event of their render- 
ing themselves guilty of high treason. But 
the crime of high treason implies -citizen- 
ship, since it is the infraction of ones obliga- 
tions of allegiance to the government of: the 
country to which one belongs, and as Lord 
Fairfax was born as an American citizen 
and rétains his American nationality he is 
under no obligations to the British crown, 
and ipse facte, cannot as such ever be 
charged with that crime of high treason 
which alone could involve the forfeiture of 
his title. Were even a war to break out be- 
tween this country and Great Britain and 
Lord Fairfax to take service in the United 
States army and to bear arms against Eng- 
land, he would not endanger his title or run 
any risk of being deprived of his barony. ‘In 
fact the eighth Lord Fairfax—the one who 


“had his right to the title confirmed by the 


House of*Lords in 1800—was known at the 
time by that chamber to have been, not only

even if their offenses had been perpetrated 
in foreign countries, and Lord Russell, one 
of his subjects, is now suffering the penalty 
of imprisonment for having committed big- 
amy beyond the boundaries of the British 
Empire—namely: in the United States. 
Until now if has been a principle of law 
both in England and the United States that 
criminal jurisdiction is strictly territorial; 
that crimes should be tried and punished at 
the place of their commission, and that crim- 


fenses committed beyond the territorial lim- 
its of ir respective countries, save when 
these crimes are committed on the high seas. 
An American, for instance, who committed 
a murder in England, even if his victim hap- 
pened to be an American citizen, has been 
regarded tintil now as only amenable to the 
jurisdiction of the English courts, and be- 
yond that of the American tribunals, and in 
the same way an Englishman killing an- 
other Englishman in this country has been 
regarded until now as beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of English law, and as punishable by 
the American tribunals Alone. 

Most of the powerg of continental Europe, 
however, whose criminal codes are largely 
based upon Roman law, take the view that 
the law-of the state follows its subject 
wherever he may go, controlling and regu- 
lating his actions and conduct to the same 
extent Zs at home. Their criminal courts 
have the power: to ‘try their subjects for 
crimes committed abroad, and an Italian, a 
Frenchman, a Spaniard, or a Russian slay- 


ita would be tried and punished for the crime 
by the courts of his own country, several 
cases of this kind being on record.

OR years there has stood upon the statute books of 
the State of Illinoisa law regarding the employment 
of children tender aged in the factories and work- 
shops of this State. For some time after the passage 

ot this law ite enforcement was lax, there was no one 
detailed specially for the work, and the result was 
that the statute was most flagrantly violated 

throughout Chicago. Under Mayor Washburne I 
was assigned to the Board of Education to enforce 

the eompulsory education law and the law regarding 
the employment of children of ages less than 14 years. 

Previous to that time I was one of the five women 
vanttary inspectors working out of the Health office.

celved letters telling of pitiable cases where children

In a modern campaign the wires 
are required for military use, and the staff 
of correspondents needs to be reduced to a 
few trained men in the employ of general 
press associations. 

If newspaper. enterprise be incompatible 
with military requirements, the military 
staff is under obligation to provide some 
substitute for it; and the services of a few 
trained correspondents acting in confidential 
relations with headquarters and released 
from the surveillance of ignorant and cap- 
tious censors would be more satisfactory 
than the work which has been done during

He announced his confidence that the canal 
could be constructed in eight years at a cost 
of 406. 800,000. Work was begun that year, 
and it was not until 1884 that the magnitude 
of the undertaking began to be clearly per- 
ceived. The Suez was a straight excavation 
of some thirty-five miles, through a barren, 
sandy soil. The Panama is 46.2 miles, 
through a section of every conceivable kind 
of earth.

On next Saturday the Saratoga Racing 
association will open its track for what will 
undoubtedly be the greatest meeting in its 
career. The course was always popular in 
some of its features, and now that it has 
got into the control of a syndicate headed 
by W. C. Whitney, it will attain a promi- 
nence never before reached. Saratoga has 
been the scene of racing for fully half a 
century, but it now starts out on a new era 
of sport. This season in all probability, it 
will draw out the best stables which have) 
been racing around New York, together with 
a few that appeared at Washington Park. 

It is not true, however, that the handicap 
next Saturday will bring about a meeting 
between, the best handicap horses in the 
East. and the best in the West, as has been 
advertised in some of the Eastern papers. 
About the only horse that was at Washing- 
ton Park which ig eligible for next Saturday's 
handicap at Saratoga is Sidney Lucas, and 
Sidney Lucas was not{nearly so good at the 
South Side track’s meeting as Advance 
Guard and Pink Coat, neither of whom is 
eligible in the Saratoga event.

As to the Sultan Blood. 


A eorrespondent in a neighboring State 
takes exceptions to some things that have 
been said in this column relative to the blood 
of Sultan and that of his best son, Stamboul. 

Fortunately, the history of trotting fam- 
ilies or branches of the same is told every 
year on the racetracks and preserved in offi- 
cial form so that it is at all times acces- 
sible, These records show that the Sultan 
blood does not get good race nags, and never 
did. All who are familiar with the history 
of trotting and of breding the trotter know 
that years ago when Sweetheart, the daugh- 
ter of Sultan, was the first 2-year-old 
trotter to beat 2:30 the family received a tre- 
mendous boom, and that various of its mem- 
bers were sold for immense sums. Sultan 
colts by the score were trained from spring 
till. fall, and every effort put forth to develop 
what speed they had. Stamboul sold for 
$50,000 to Walter S. Hobart of San Francis- 
co. cus Daly paid $27,500 for Mascotte, 
anot son, and later sold him for $700 be- 
cause he was a flat failure, both as a trotter 
and in the stud. Voodoo, a third member of 
the family, was another gold brick. A Mr. 
Babcock of Hornelisville, N. Y., paid $24,500 
for Voodoo when the colt was 2 years old, 
but he was not a success as a sire. 

It is not meant to assert that neither Stam- 
boul nor any other bearer of the Sultan blood 
ever got a trotter, because such is not the 
fact. With the class of mares bred to them 
it would have been impossible for a cart 
horse not to have sired some speed. But their 
sons and daughters are not race nags, and 
speed does not.appear in the family with 
enough frequency to make it worth talking 
about. The Sultan strain is seldom seen in 
the near crosses of a modern pedigree, and 
while Stamboul may figure for some time as 
the sire of the dams and grand dams of 
trotters and pacers, no effort to preserve 
the Sultan blood is being made. 

It was the same with Messenger Duroc. 
No better advertised son of Rysdyk’s Ham- 
bletonian ever lived, and he had the best lot 
of brood mares for hisday and generation 
afforded. On the same farm with him BPlec- 
tioneer was kept in seclusion until he had 
reached maturity, and then was sold for 
$12,500 at a time when four times that sum 
‘would not have bought Messenger Duroc. 
But the horse was a failure in spite of his 
Opportunities. His get were faint-hearted, 
gummy-legged, and several other things. 
Today no man thinks of offering a son of 
Messenger Duroe for service, and his blood in 
a pedigree is no advantage to he horse that

DEPRCT INTHE QUAIL LAW 


NO PROTECTION IN ILLINOIS FOR 
THIS BIRD OR THE WOODCOCK. 


& 
You Are Prohibited from Having It in 


Your Possession, but Are Not De- 
barred from Shooting It — Error of 
a Committee Clerk Results in Many 
Difficulties and Much Labor for the 
Game Warden—Delights of Summer 
Woodcock Shootings. 


[BY E. HOUGH.] 

A great many inquirfes come in from 
ferent parts of Illinois regarding the p t 
State game law, which, as is generally 
known, by an error of a committee clerk, has 
been so framed as to leave no protection for 
quail and woodcock in this State. A doubt 
has been expressed by many sportsmen that 
the Legisiature of Illinois could be so cul- 
pably careless as this in one of its chief 
duties to the citizens of the State, yet the 
facts admit of no question. Under the law 
as read there is no prohibition for the shoot- 
ing of quail or woodcock at any season of the 
year. State Warden A. J. Lovejoy of Roscoe 
says the error occurred through the failure 
of a clerk to transcribe one line of the state- 
ute which specifies these birds. The rest 
of the statute, however, remains unchanged, 
and in that measure there are the usual 
clauses prohibiting the having in possession 
of quail or woodcock between the dates of 
the old law. Hence we have the peculiar sit-. 
uation in our game laws which makes it 
lawful to shoot these birds during the sum- 
mer season, yet not to have them in pos- 
session. That is to say, we cannot have 
quail in possession at any time of the year 
except between Nov. 1 and Dec. 20, and we 
cannot have woodcock in possession at any 
time except between Sept. 1 and Dec. 1. Yet 
we can shoot these birds the year round if we 


Sacaking Game to the Markets. 

Under these conditions there is much di- 
vergence of opinion as to the safety of field 
shooting during the summer season. As yet 
the courts have not passed on any trial case 
under the new law, which went into effect on 
July 1. No doubt there will be scores of 
shooters all over the State who will go out 
and kill nesting Bob Whites or half-fledged 
woodcock and sneak them to their homes or 
to the game markets. It seems to be the case 
that if a man can commit this act and get 
away with it without being discovered—that 
is to say, secrete the products of his shooting 
—he cannot then be troubled by the law. In 
case he is found with the birds on his person 
or in his possession he can be prosecuted. 
Naturally, the result will be one of tremen- 
dous destruction to the birds, for it is admitted 
by all experts on the subject of game protec- 
tion that it is simply impossible to appoint 
enough deputy wardens to sufficiently patrol 
5 shooting and fishing country ot this 

e. 

Of course, the penalty for the commission 
dealer having these birds in possession dur- 
ing the summer time will be just the same. 
Indeed, there are many who believe that the 
proper solution of the problems of game pro- 
tection mean not so much attempts to pro- 
tect the game in the field as to make it un- 
profitable for any shooter to go into the field 
for the purpose of killing game to sell. If 
the game dealer finds his road of handling 
egal game a little too rough to travel with 
financial comfort, it is supposed he will not 
encourage shooters to ship him any illegal 
game. This is believed by many to be the tap 
root of the whole question of game protec- 
tion. It is not believed that the men who 
shoot for sport will go out so regularly and 
steadily in all kinds of weather and all sorts 
of seasons to shoot game birds as will those 
shooters who find so many dollars in so many 
birds killed. It is thought to be the shoot- 
ing for market which has steadily cut down 
the supply of birds in the West. 


Game Warden’s Hopeless Task. 

As to the fact that the markets of Chi- 
cago handle every summer a vast quantity 
of illegal game, such as woodcock, quail, 
prairie chickens, etc., thereis no doubt what- 
ever about it. Everybody knows It, and 
knows it has been going on for years, and 
that it has never been entirely stopped, al- 
though there is less of that sort of thing 
now than was once the case. The new war- 
den, Mr. Lovejoy, although not a resident 
of this city, says he purposes having an effi- 
clent deputy here who will this summer 
during the months of July and August watch 
closely the game markets and every one else 
who purchases shipments of game birds. 
How much the responsibilities of the game 
warden have been increased by this absurd 
error in our game laws need not be pointed 
out. It is a hard enough proposition at 
best to enforce the game laws, for these are 
of all laws the ones least respected by the 
average citizen. Add to this a crippled and 
deficient law such as that which our wise 
legislators have seen fit to give us, and we 
may imagine that the game commission- 
er's life cannot be altogether a happy one. 


Summer Woodcock Shooting. 

As to the protection of woodvock, it is a 
matter not quite so vital to the sportsmen of 
this region as the clause regarding the Bob 
White quail. The quail have been extremely 
numerous in IlMnois during the last two or 
three years, and last season ended with an 
abundant stock of birds on hand, so that there 
was reason to believe there would be thou- 
sands of the birds this fall. As to the wood- 
cock, however, it is by no means so abundant 
a bird. Its habits are solitary and erratic, 
and its numbers, although once considera- 
ble, have mever been important enough to 
make it a bird prominent in the plans of the

Attractions of the Sport. 

Summer woodcock shooting, whether fully 
legal or only quasi-legal, is a sport not with- 
out its attractions to the average shooter. 
This sport is better known and more popu- 
lar in the Bastern and middle States than in 
this part of the West, but there are a few 
Chicago shooters who follow it with the 
greatest of eagerness. The proper outfit 


for summer woodcock shooting is a wide 


open cylinder scatter gun of 12 gauge, and a 
good dog, either pointer or setter, which is 
accustomed to the game. Without the dog 
one might nearly as well stay at home, so 
far as the sport of it is concerned. This 
dog should not range hither and thither, 
quartering widely, as he does when hunting 
quail or grouse. He should work slowly in 
the thickets, not going far from the hunter's 
side. Some hunters attach a bell to the 
dog’s collar in this kind of shooting, because 
the woodcock is always found only in the 
heavy cover and in the moist and dense 
thickets, where one can see ahead of him 
only a few yards at best.

Peculiarities of the Bird. 
The woodcock,’when put up in front of the 


dog, starts upward at a sharp angle, it being 
his object to get to the top of the cover as 
soon as possible. As he rises he makes the 
peculiar sharp, twittering noise which is the 
distinctive mark of the bird. Once he has 
attained the level of the thicket he makes 
off again, zigzagging and putting on a head 
of steam which leads one to suppose he in- 
tends to fly a mile. All at once there comes 
a dip and a drop, and the bird disappears 
again. It has dropped down, perhaps less 
than fifty yards from where it started, and is 
again boring around in the soft mud hunting 
for its food. It is, therefore, but for the one 
instant when it tops the bushes that the 
sportsman can ceunt upon it as an object for 
his aim. It is for him to seek out some little 
open place in the cover and then to do his 
best to catch the bird as it flits upward, a 
mere phantom among the heavy, overhanging 
foliage. Half his birds he will kill by instinct 
or by guess, not seeing them clearly to the 
‘aim at any time. He needs to be patient and 
prompt if he purposes to get a decent bag of 
‘woodcock. 


Sometimes woodcock are killed along such 


streams as the Kankakee by men who float 
down stream in boats. Along in the even- 
ing, say, from 4 or 5 o’clock on, these birds 
sometimes come out along the shaded mud 
bars and pursue their regular pastime of 
poking around in the mud for worms. 
woodcock is a bulky and bonny bird, much 
larger than a quail, he can be observed with- 
out a great deal of trouble by the keen- 
eyed hunter who is dropping down along the 
stream. Sometimes a dozen birds can be 
potted in this way by a boat in an even- 
ing’s hunt.

There are not so many woodcock now as 


formerly was the case along the Kankakee, 
so that the pot hunters would not perhaps 
have so good luck now as they did ten years 
ago. As to the bird itself, it is worth follow- 
ing under the most difficult conditions, for its 
like upon the table has never been devised 
since. the time when creation dawned upon 
the world. The canvas back duck is not its 
equal in sheer daintiness and deliciousness, 
and there are those who would forswear their 
patrimony for a brace of well broiled wood- 
cock. In preparing the bird for the table it 
should be remembered never to washit. The 
epicure does not even throw away the trail 
or simple intestinal canal. 
opened is simply wiped out with a dry cloth, 
and after that is ready for the broiling iron. 
Of course, the head and bill should always be 
left on, and, of course, although the bird may 
be potted or baked, the gridiron is the proper 
implement for its cookery. There is a legend 
that once upon a timea hungry hunter found 
himself at a farmhouse and suggested to the 
dame who presided over the kitchen of the 
same that she might cook for him a brace of 
woodcock which he pulled out of his pocket. 
He told her to “ broil *’ them, but she mis- 
understood and instead put them ina pot and 
bolled them. What was the effect of this 
sacrilege upon the feelings of the sportsman 
it may be left for the true sportsman and 
connoisseur of woodcock to imagine.

| Local Oarsmen Want Facilities to De- 


velop Talent—Plans for Grand 
Rapids Regatta. 


C. T. ESSIG.) 

Commodore Chhrles Catlin has returned 
from Philadelphia; where he went to repre- 
sent the West at the national regatta. He 
reports a fine meeting, and says Philadel- 
phia is an ideal boating town. If Chicago 
people gave one-tenth the encouragement 
to aquatic sports that Philadephia gives it 
would lead the world in this branch of sport. 
Chicago has every facility and yet has not 
been represented at any of the big meetings 
in several years, simply because the clubs 
meet with no encouragement. 

When Hanlon and Gaudeur rowed on Lake 
Calumet: Pullman, for the world’s champion- 
ship, lots of people in Pullman did not know 
what was going on, and the attendance from 
Chicago did not amount to much, while an 
event of the kind in Philadelphia would draw 
thousands of people. Chicago had the na- 
tional regatta in 1889 at Pullman, and the con- 
tests were all exciting, especially the eight- 
oared events, and for a few years after that 
boating in the West improved. ‘ 

The clubs have experimented in a number 
of ways to secute quarters at Cedar Lake, 
Lake Calumet, Riverdale, and St. Charles. 
They have all been given a trial, but too much 
time has to be spent in going to and from 
training quarters, consequently they have 
proven a failure. In any of the Philadelphia 
clubs meals are served and most of them 
have training tables. If Chicago had such 
a club it would win everything from the sin- 
gle to the eight-oared event. The time is 
coming when it will be in line. 


Prepare for Grand Rapids Races. 
William C. Jupp, President of the North- 
western Rowing association, writes that the 
boat clubs in Detroit and vicinity are busy 
preparing for the meet to be held on Reed’s 
Lake, Grand Rapids, Aug. 16 and 17. Detroit 
will be represented by the Detroit Boat club.

Mr. McQuewan 
writes that he has heard from over thirty 
boat clubs which will be represented.

SLIGHT DECLINE ON RAD. |* 


CORN SHOWS AND 


some Western Selling on Downfall in 
Nebraska and Missouri, bat Big 
Local -Holders Come to the Rescue 
and Price Losses Are Not Material— 
Bad Reports from Llinois—Wheat 
Breaks on Better Weather North- 
west and Weak Cables. 


Corn broke early on Western saint, but 
not as badly as many in the trade expected, 
and recovered a good deal of the loss. The 
wide sections where rains did not fall are 
beginning to command a larger share of 
speculative attention, compared with ; the 
parts of the corn belt favored with moistyre, 
than was the case earlier in the drought and 
the consequent bull campaign. September 
dipped to 54½% at the opening, which ranged 
from that price to 58%, declines of %e to 1060 
overnight, sold up to 55%c, near the pre- 
vious close, and stopped at 5896-0, a 
net loss of %c. July lost %c, closing. at 
54e, but deferred futures were stronger, 
December losing only %c and May -e. 
closing quotations being 56%c and 5814-%c 
respectively. 

Press and private reports and the official 
weather map indicated more general rains 
in western Nebraska and in Missouri than 
in weeks. In the northwest corner of the 
former State Valentine had half an inch 
and the rain extended south to North Platte, 
which had a quarter of an inch. Kansas 
City had .36 inch; Dodge City, Kas., O inch; 
and Des Moines, 1 inch. * 


No Prospect of General Rains. 


There was a forecast for generally fair 
weather today with local thunder-storms in 
Missouri, IIlinots, Indiana, and Nebraska, but 
none of Kansas, and still no prospect of a gen- 
eral downpour such as is badly needed. The 
rains brought an early rush of Western sell- 
ing orders from the sections relieved, and 
there was some local short selling, but both 
together were not of sufficient volume to dis- 
turb the big local holders, who started in to 
protect their lines and caused a quick re- 
action, with the best prices made on buying 
by early sellers. Bartlett-Frazier, Pringle, 
Page, and Comstock all gave the market sup- 
port, and after the rally there was less out- 
side selling and some buying, though the 
trade was still largely local. Provision in- 
terests were buyers. 

The bulls claimed the Nebraska rains were 
in the sand hill country, not in the important 
corn section of the State, and were further 
strengthened in their position by numerous 
damage reports from Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, 
and eastern Nebraska, which had been over- 
looked in the latest distribution of rain. 
Dealers in Springfield, Hl., claimed no amount 
of rain could save over a third of the crop 
in that section. A Burlington official was 
quoted as admitting corn in Kansas, Nebras- 
ka, and Iowa would not make half a crop. 
Nothing was heard of any cash demand, but 
the weather was a sufficient and still the 
only motive. Primary receipts were 386,642 
bu, a third under last year’s, and clearances 
only 169,857 bu. Liverpool was steady to 
d higher. 


Wheat Has Early Break. 


There was a weak wheat market at the 
opening, a narrow one thereafter, with final 
losses of Yc to 1c and an outside range of 
1% More rains and cooler weather in the 
Northwest, a passing of the fears which had 
been stirred up over possible damage from 
heat in that section, a restoration to general 
favor of a crop estimate of 700,000,000 bu or 
better, and sick Liverpool cables were the 
weights on the price. September opened 
from 60%c to 69%¢c, worked up to oe and 
at 69%c, compared with Toe on Fri- 


There was considerable liquidation by long 
holders early, with selling by elevator in- 
terests, the buying principally by New York 
houses and shorts. Seeing the market steady- 
ing against further reaction some of the local 
bulls bought for a rally on renewed reports 
of hot winds in the Northwest and a heavy 
feeding demand for wheat in the Southwest. 
Their efforts were flustrated by heavy sell- 
ing on the small bulge for the Northwest 
through Milmine-Bodman. 

End week clearances were heavy at 855, 
843 bu, primary receipts about the same, and 
slightly under last year's figures. Australian 
shipments were 528,000 bu, those from India 
unofficially reported at 1,360,000 bu, and 
world's shipments esttimated at 9,500,000 bu. 
deliveries for the week 
were at unchanged prices. Liverpool futures 
were 14d to 1%d lower, Paris lc higher to 
lower. 


Still Lower Prices in Oats. 


The situation in oats was generally weak 
and heavy, there being an immense amount 
of long selling which carried the Sep- 
tember price down from 354¢c to 34\%c, the 
close being only fractionally over the low 
point of the day. In a general way shorts 
were about the only buyers, and as no large 
quantities were required to supply this de- 
mand the sagging process in prices kept 
up without much of a check. Features in the 
market were largely lacking. There was 
again a heavy proportion of new oats in the 
fresh receipts shown on the inspection 
sheet, and to a certain extent these exer- 
cised much the same weakening tendency 
as on the day before only in a lesser degree. 
Out of the 231 cars inspected 67 were con- 
tract. 

One a the strong features in oats is the ex- 
ceptionally good demand in the cash market, 
where this grain is bought for feeding pur- 
poses. That oats are going out faster than 
they are coming in is shown by the weekly 
shipments of 1,065,377 bu, as compared with 
receipts of 996,260 bu. Yesterday's sales were 
bought for shipment to Kansas City. Clear- 
ances at the seaboard were larger at 107,- 
200 bu. 

All the articles in the provision lists were 
heavy and slow with little outside trade. As 
compared with Friday pork lost 17%c, lard 
5@7T%c, and ribs 74@10c.. The live hog mar- 
ket was weak and slow, with receipts of 23,- 
000. Principal packing, points had 471,000 
hogs for the week, agafnst 309,000 the same 
week last year. The fact that all live stock 
is being shipped from drought dtstricts in 
unusual numbers accounts for the increase. 
Shipments of cured meats for the day were 
1,701,000 lbs, against 2,189,000 lbs a year ago. 
Figures for the week are shown in a table 
below. Lard shipments were 1,902,000 Ibs, 
compared with 2,140,000 Ibs last year. 

Barley was an entirely nominal market, 
there, being no receipts on the inspection 
sheet. A car of screenings sold at 45c. New 
No. 2 September was offered at 62c, but the 
nominal market was about 6lc. Nominal 
quotations on the malting grades were 46@ 
500 on low and 52@58c on common. to fair. 

Timothy seed was an extremely quiet mar- 
ket, there being a few sellers present, but 
no buyers. September was offered at $5.45, 
with $5.40 bid, and October sold $5.30 and 
$5.324%, closing $5.27% bid and offered at $5.30. 

There was fair activity in rye, receipts be- 
ing heavy at 23 cars. September sales ranged 
from 55%ec to 55%c, the market closing 5800 
bid. More business than ordinary was done 
in the cash market, where sales in various 
positions ranged from 56@56%c. 

Timothy seed was moderately active, with 
sales at $5.30@5.32% for October, closing 
$5.271g bid and $5.30 asked. For September 
$5.40 was bid. No sales were reported in flax- 
seed, nominal quotations being $1.82 for cash 
seed, $1.60 for September, and $1.53 bid for 
October. Twelve cars were received; noth- 
ing shipped.

Trade Gossip on ’Change.

There were some signs in the corn pit that 
that market had reached a stable basis in 
spite of the high price and had passed the 
point where scattered showers, even if some 
of them were heavy, could bring about much 
of a break. Traders who interpreted the 
market that way look for another sharp up- 
ward movement this week if general rains 
do not come. ‘ 

There were no signs of an Eastern ship- 
ping demand for grain, but the feeding de- 
mand for wheat in the Southwest has ad- 
vanced cash wheat at Kansas City to the 
September price. | 

‘Advices from Kansas millers report general 
and steady sales of wheat chop and wheat 
to feeders. A McPherson miller, writing las: 
Thursday to Peterson Bros., says: We 
have sold to feeders in ten days over 6,000 
sacks wheat chop and ten cars wheat: An 
enormous amount must be fed, as the chance 
for corn crop has gone by. Probably the 
feeders are going a little too swift in their 
orders, and no doubt rains would change 
their feelings, but at the same time the stock 
must all eat wheat.’’ Other millers at half 
a dozen different points reported selling 
low grade flours freely for feed. 

Lou can bull corn till you are tired,“ said 
Creighton, himself an energetic bull under 
50c, but you cannot make it stick until a 
better cash demand develops.“ 


Sees a Crop Ahead. 


“There is little shipping demand for 
wheat,” said H. B. Slaughter. The July 
squeeze in New York was responsible for 
some business in No. 2 red, but therehas been 
nothing doing in that since last Monday. 
There is not much doubt that there will be a 
good crop of spring wheat in addition to the 
bumper yield of winter, and it will be mov- 
ing to market soon in large quantities. The 
foreign demand is certainly not urgent, and. 
the bull is likely to have arocky road.”’ 

The most hopeful crop observer in the 
West, so far as heard from, was one at 
Creston, Ia., who wired Norton-Switzer: 
Cloudy. cool, corn holding its own pretty 
well.“ Shenandoah, Ia., sent the claim: 
Conservative farmers say corn damaged 75 
per cent.“ Odebolt, Ia., put the loss at 50 per 
cent. Jewell City, Kas., wired that without 
rains soon they would not even have fodder. 
There were numerous bad reports from In- 
diana and Illinois. Messages to Earhart 
from the Allerton farms in Vermilion and 
Piatt Counties, where bumper crops had been 
expected, announce that corn there had been 
badly hurt. 

Scribner-Crighton have a letter from Rein- 
beck, Ia., in the Blackhawk Valley, the gar- 
den spot of the State, portraying a decidedly 
blue condition of things. The writer is in 
no way interested in the market, but re- 
ports the prospects for a lighter grain busi- 
ness than has been done in that section in 
years. Farmers, it is claimed, will all hold 
their grain for feeding purposes. Pastures 
are burned to a tinder, and no amount of fu- 
ture rains will do much good. Barley is 
thrashing out 20 bu to the acre, and oats 
from 30 to 35 bu. The finest crops in the 
State have always been raised in the neigh- 
porhood of Tama Jim” Wilson’s home, 
where these advices. come from. 

R. E. Pratt & Co., who keep as closely in 
touch with the corn and oats situation as 
anybody in connection with the milling end 
of the business, say: “ The greatest calamity, 
to the oats erop this year seems to have oc- 
-curred in Texas, Missouri, Kansas, and parts 
of Nebraska. It is. pehaps fair to presume 
that the crop has been two-thirds lost by 
decreased acreage and failure in these States 
as compared with last year’s crop. This 
would mean a loss of 90,000,000 bu. From 
what reports have been received regarding 
the thrashings in Illinois and Iowa indica- 
tions are that those States will have about 
three-fourths of last year’scrop. This would 
mean a loss in those two States of 600,000- 
000 bu, or a total loss in the six States of 
156,000,000 bu. Reports from the Dakotas 
and Minnesota indicate that the crop will 
be a full one, or, say 40,000,000 bu more than 
last year. Summing this up we find that 
these nine States, which are the large oats 
producing States, are perhaps short of last 
year’s output total of 116,000,000 bu. Reports 
from the balance of the States would indi- 
cate that the crop was about the same as 
last year on an average—some places better, 
some worse. We think, therefore, it 6 4 
fair estimate to say that from the present 
outlook we would be short of last year’s 
crop 116,000,000 bu, which would indicate a 
crop of about 690,000,000 bu. The average 
oats crop for the last six years, from 1895 to 
1900, inclusive, has been 700.000, 000, and only 
one year during this time has it run below 
700,000,000, and that was in 1897, when the 
output was a little over 698,000,000 athe largest

SOUTH. CHICAGO’S GROWTH. 


Two New Steel Elevators for the Calu- 
met District Some Figures of 
Growth Since 1890. ; 


The issuing of building permits last week 
for the erection of two steel grain elevators 
in.the Calumet River district of South Chi- 
cago has served to call attention afresh to 
the remarkable growth of this Chicago ship- 
ping suburb. Some idea of what this growth 
has been is shown by the fact that in 1890 
the number ot vessels that entered the port 
of South Chicago was 860, with a total ton- 
nage of 707,670, while last year the number 
of: vessel entries was 1,240, with a total 
tonnage of 1,956,062, a gain of 176 per cent. 
The combined shipments of grain by lake 
from the port in 1900 amounted to about 
40,000,000 bushels, of which there were 26.- 
000,000 bushels of corn and 5,000,000 bushels 
of wheat. The rail shipments brought the 
total up to about 34,000,000 bushels. | 

For several years past nearly all the big 
grain elevators which have been erected 
about Chicago have been put up in this dis- 
trict, and others of the largest industries in 
the central West have been located here. 
‘The principal reason for all this remark- 
able growth is the superior harbor facilities 
which are furnished, and this serves to call 
attention to what Chicago itself is losing by 
reason of its inadequate facilities in this di- 
rection, and to the need of widening and 
deepening the river to meet this need. Until 
this is done the movement toward South Chi- 
cago is bound to continue. * 

The two elevators to be erected are the 
first steel elevators to be built about Chicago. 
The majority of elevators are of frame con- 
struction, but West Superior, Wis., and But- 


-falo have steel elevators. 


Above the water line the Rialto house will 
be of metal. The house will be 256x71.6 feet, 
160 feet in height, and will have a capacity of 
1,000,000 bushels of grain. Bert Collins is 
superintendent of construction and F. W. 
Jones represents the Board of Trade firm at 
the elevator site. The MacDonald Engineer- 
ing company of Chicago has the contract. 

The slip upon which the elevator is being 
erected is being put in by Hausler & Lutz. 
The slip is one of the largest on the Calumet 
and will be 1,900 feet long, 180 feet wide, and 
twenty feet deep. 

Work on the foundation of the Rosenbaum 
Elevator is also progressing, and the facts 
relative to the methods of construction apply 
in his case. The elevator will cost less than 
the Rialto building, but will be complete in 
all respects. The contractors will push the

DECISION. 


GARBAGE 


Real Estate Agent Will Not Accept Jus- 
tice Duggan’s Finding—Point De- 
cided Other Way Years Ago. 


Real estate agents are much interested in 
the decision last week by Justice Duggan 
in the Englewood police court to the effect 
that it is incumbent upon landlords to furnish 
garbage cans under a recent ordinance of the 
city. The ordinance, which has for its pur- 
pose the substitution of galvanized cans for 
the wooden boxes much in use, provides that 
the cost of the same shall be borne by the 
owner, agent, or occupant. The justice de- 
cided it to be the intention of the ordinace to 
place the responsibility on the owner, and 
that the agent and occupant, or tenant, are 
included, as are indorsers on a note, so that 
the city may have a recourse in case the prin- 
cipal owner is not found. ; 

While there is some difference of opinion 
among real estate agents as to the respective 
rights of the landlord and tenant in the mat- 
ter, they are all agreed that Justice Duggan’s 
decision is by no means conclusive, and they 
will not accept it. In fact, there is a general 
disposition to contest the enforcement of the 
ordinance in order to get a definite decision 
in the matter, and among some of them the 
opinion prevails the city will not attempt its 
enforcement along these lines. It is also 
declared by Attorney W. H. Holden and 
cthers that this identical issue was adjudi- 
cated several years ago under an old ordi- 
nance of the city and that Judge Clifford then 
held that when a house was occupied by a 
tenant the owner thereof was not liable for 
any violation of the city ordinance, and that 
it was the duty of the tenant to provide ash 
boxes and the like. It is maintained, too, 
that there is nothing in the ordinace to indi- 
cate it intended the landlord should bear the 
expense, and Mr. Holden declared if it did so 
specify it would not be good in law for the 
reason that a liability cannot be imposed by 
statute. 

As to the equities of the case there is some 
difference of opinion, but it is said to be the 
rule for the owner always to furnish gar- 
bage and ash cans in apartments and flats 
when janitor service is provided, but not in 
cheaper buildings where janitor service is 
not provided. This is on the theory that 
the expense attendant upon it is figured in 
in the rent and is one of the conveniences that 
go with the better prices. It is declared that 
to compel the owner to furnish one of these 
cans, which cost from $2.50 to $8.75 every 
time one disappeared, would entail upon him, 
especially in certain parts of the city, a de- 
cidedly heavy and most unjust burden. 

There are some real estate agents who are 
of the opinion that while perhaps it is right 
that the landlord should pay for these cans, 
it should not be done under the conditions 
prescribed by Justice Duggan. It is suggest- 
ed that an equitable plan would be for the 
tenant to pay for the cans with the under- 
standing that .at the end of his occupancy 
of the premises the money would be refunded 
him, provided the can was turned over to his 
successor in good condition. 

George L. Warner of Baird & Warner, who 
control many buildings, said: It will re- 
quire something more than Justice Duggan’s 
decision to cause us to depart from, the rule 
which we have followed in the past of fur- 
nishing these cans in all apartment houses 
where janitor service is provided and not 
elsewhere. In these apartments water and 
heat are provided, and there is just as much 
reason for saying that the landlord should 
furnish coal to the tenant of a residence as 
that he should furnish garbage cans. In 
the renting of apartments this matter is 
regulated by the rents paid, and to require 
the owner to furnish cans in all cases would 
be a rank injustice.’’ 

Edgar M. Snow said: It appears to be 
the practice among renting agents that in 
steam heated flats or apartments, where 
there is a janitor, the landlord furnishes 
garbage and ash cans, but otherwise the 
occupant is required to do so, on the theory 
that in the former case the expense is pro- 
vided for in the rent charged, and is one of 
many of the conveniences that go with the 
apartment, but in a single dwelling, for in- 
stance, the landlord simply rents the prem. 
ises as they are and requires the tenant to 
run them at his own expense.“

Much Activity Reported—Some of the 


burgher & Salomon, the second floor, 195 La Salle 


been about the same number of equally inter- 


the prevailing rule, there were some items oft 


Two trains daily. sleeper every 
Monon Route, Clty tleket office, 


IN GOLF COURSES. 


— — 


Chicago Has Over Thirty Clubs 
on Which a Million Has 
| Been Spent. 


According to H. J. Tweedie, an authority 
on golf in Chicago, the thirty or more golf 
clubs supported. by the city represent an 
investment of $1,000,000 in grounds, while 
the cost each year to club members is some- 
thing almost past guessing at. 

„One million dollars is a low estimate on 
golf grounds,” said Mr. Tweedie. “ Some 
clubs own the land, while others lease it, but 
in any case the grounds have to be prepared, 
sodded, bunkered, and, perhaps, provided 
with water hazards. 

A good golf grounds needs at least 200 
acres. Two hundred acres of good grounds 
in easy reach of Chicago would cost $200 an 
acre for the land alone. Several clubs are 
as large as this—the Onwentsla, Wheaton, 
Homewood, and Midlothian clubs have 200 
acres or more, each. The Midlothian, forin- 
stance, spent $35,000 on a clubhouse alone, 
while it has cost some of the others $100,000 
to complete houses, fences, and fields. In 
three of these grounds the water hazards 
are nature’s work, but the Wheaton club 
pumps water into an artificial pond. 

“There are between thirty and thirty-five 
clubs in Chicago. Some of the grounds are 
as far away as Wisconsin, but they are sup- 
ported by Chicago people 

„Now, no golf enthusiast can play through 
a season for less than $250, counting fares, 
fees to caddies, and new equipment for the 
field. There are individuals who pay ten 
times as much for the pleasures of the game. 
One man in Chicago, for instance, has 128 
drivers alone, with other clubs in propor- 
tion. These 128 drivers, at $2.50 each, repre- 
sent $320. I doubt if anybody who plays 
golf at all spends less than $50 as the sea- 
son's legitimate expenses.“ 

An average golf player of moderate means 
cannot equip himself for the game under 
$20. The enthusiast may spend $300 to $400 
without being considered extravagant. 
Counting a possible 3,000 golf players of all 
degrees in Chicago, it has been figured that 
they pay out not far from $450,000 a year for 
the game. 

With many of these players, railroad fares 
are necessary and form a considerable por- 
tion of the expense. Care of club grounds 
and the fees of the caddies are items of ex- 
pense that are heavy in the aggregate. Club 
dues and clubhouse bills are in proportion, so 
that a golf suit and a selection of golf clubs 
are only a beginning ot the game. . 

From the first peep of green in the spring, 
until the first, or even the second snow, the 
Chicago golf enthusiast finds an open 
season for the game. It may cost the city 
thousands of dollars annually, but every 
golf player is confident ‘that he has his 
money’s worth when the snow and cold at 
last put an end to putting and to the job of 
the caddy. 


BOSTON MARKET RATHER QUIET

CHINCH BUGS ARRIVE. : 
Then came the chinch bugs to make the 
farmers realize that from him that hath 
not shall be taken even that which he hath.” 
The chinch bugs have utterly destroyed hun- 
dréas ot acres of corn, and their numbers and 
the extent of their ravages increase with 
every added day of the drought. The farm- 
ers have kept up their courage and declared 
that, while cpnditions were extremely gloomy, 
still a heavy downpour of rain within a few 
days would give them at least a fourth of a 
crop, perhaps half a one. But the rain has 
not come and the day of grace seems almost 
past. 


For corn that is fully tasseled and yet has 


not a single shoot on the stalk to mark the 


‘growth of the ears it hardly seems that any 
amount of rain would do any good at this 
date. In the river bottoms, where the corn 
has been carefully planted and cultivated in 
rich soil, and where hills and 
woods have cut off the hot winds, ears of 
corn are found on the stalks. Here a heavy 
rain would help the corn out. But the farm- 
ers in these localities say they do not expect. 
more than one-fourth or one-half. a crop, 
and the rain must come within a week or it 
will ke too late to save even that much. 
Reports published on July 24 from every 
county in Nebraska showed that all localities 
were about equally affeeted by the drought. 
From county after county came the discour- 
aging tidings: Early corn rulned, late corn 
in bad condition; must have rain within a 
few days to make any crop at all. Every- 
thing drying up.’’ Many counties have re- 
ported good chances for a half crop. But 
that is entirely conditional on rain coming 
soon. This is the critical period, and every 
day of the cloudless skies, the burning sun, 
and the blistering hot winds reduces the good 
that a heavy rain might accomplish. 
Every day the rain holds off the size of the 
crop dwindles. Farmers who, a week ago, 
declared that with a heavy rain they would 
secure a half crop now say thata rain would 
give them but one-fourth a crop. Others may 
be found in all sections who declare that a 
rain now will do their corn no good what- 
ever—that it is already past redemption. 
Some still cling. to the hope that has ani- 
mated them since the drought began—that 
today or tomorrow or the next day there 


would be rains They have grown so accus- 


tomed to hoping and expecting rain that they 
cannot bring themselves to any other way 
of thinking, and still cling to the bélief that 
within the mythical week, which they have 
talked of all the time, there will come the 
downpour that will save to them a part of 
their crop. 


PRAYERS FOR RAIN. 

When hope seemed about to fail they de- 
cided out in Nebraska on a day of prayer. 
The Governor issued a proclamation setting 
last Friday as the day on which the “ people 
should meet in their respective houses of 
prayer and offer up prayer to divine prov- 
idence for relief from destructive winds and 
droughts.” So meetings were called in ac- 
cordance with this proclamation, and on 
Friday in almost every church in Nebraska 
petitions went up from honest hearts that 
heaven would cause the hot winds to cease 
and the gracious rain to fall. 

All the people seemed to join in this move- 
ment. Farmers who had not been in church 
for years attended on that day. Everybody 
in the State seemed to favor the praying for 
rain. As one farmer said: Well, it may 
not do any good, but least ways it hain't a- 
goin to do any harm, so let em pray. Cain't 
do nothing else, ‘anyhow, and they might as 
well be inside the church a-praying as stand- 
ing outside and hollerin’ because the corn's 
all gone to thunder.“ oe"

TALK ONLY OF CORN. . 

Out in Nebraska these sweltering days no- 
‘body does anything but talk about the corn 
or hunt for signs of rain. On the railroad 
train, in the depots, in the hotel ‘buses, in 
. the hotels, on the front porches of the hotels, 
in front of the country stores, on the corner, 
in the street, in the barroom, and in the 
church there is only one subject of conversa- 


tion, and that is corn, corn, corn, nothing at 


all times and in all places but just corn. In 
Chicago people ask each other, Is it hot 
enough for you?“ but in Nebraska they say:

“I am taking neither part nor interest in 
the discuasion about the revision of thé con- 
fession of faith.

If the church ts satisfied to be side-tracked 
with ite antiquated definitions I suppose the 
rest of the world will not seriously object o1 
be materially affected by it. 

“Tt is really pathetic to see a lot of men 
wrestling over worde and phrases that have 
long ago been left behind in the onward 
movement of intelligence. In whichever way 
the question shall finally be settled, the king- 
dom of God will neither be retarded nor ad- 
vanced by it. The Presbyterian Church will 
gradually like other sects that have 
refused to adapt truth to the needs and con- 
ditions of the times. It will not die out alto- 
gether, but will continue that invalidism that 
tries to warm itself in the poor comfort that 
it is the little flock — the leaven of the 
kingdom — the two or three gathered —out

In hie church service Dr. Rondthaler has 
adopted some of the Episcopal forme, nota- 
biy in responsive readings.

It ts an odd experience to drive through 
Evanston and study the, great houses of 
brick and wood that represent all we know 
of wealth, beauty, and utility, and then drive 
out to the big woods west of town and pay 
a visit to the old log cabin. Frau Wiese 
may be usually found at home, although 
her husband, Peter Wiese, the lord of the 


| castle, is generally a few hundred yards 


away, busy in his garden patch. These two 
old people have lived in the ploneer cabin for 
over eighteen years. They were placed in 
charge of the cabin by the people who had 
bought the land, and they take care of the 
timber and raise enough garden vegetables 
to give them a comfortable living. 

The spot is not a lively one, unless birds 
and insects, together with the sereech owls 
that frequent the trees and vocalize at night, 
are to be considered companionable. The 
old couple live in perfect contentment, the 
strongly built house, partly covered with

Few of the old log houses in which the 


pioneers of Evanston lived remain to tell 
the story of the early days when the uni- 
versity city was peopled by Indians, French 
half-breeds, German and American farmers. 
One by one the log houses have followed in 
the wake of the forest trees to make room 
for more pretentious dwellings and cul- 
tivated fields and gardens. The few that re- 
main are being photographed and their his- 
tories carefully recorded by the Evanston 
Historical society, which last week had 
pictures taken and photographs made of the 
little cabin occupied by old Peter Wiese and 
his wife. 
This old cabin was erected by Carl Bise- 
man, who came from Germany in 1840 and 
bulit the cabin on the Niles road immediately 
south of what is now the extension of Green- 
wood boulevard. Here he tilled the soil and 
made barrels, occasionally trapping or 
shooting foxes and deer, and once in a while 
trading with the Indians. John Miekrenz 
came to Evanston in 1867, and, being a char- 
coal burner, settled in the edge of the woods. 
He bought Eiseman’s log house and moved 
it to its present site near Church’ street. 
The old cabin, {n spite of the fact that it is 
sixty-one years old, is still strong and sturdy 
and seems destined to stand many more

VANSTON, already famous for poison 

vy and a disinclination to be an- 
nexed to Chicago, has, or is about to 
have, a Hall of Fame all by herself, if 
the plans of one of her prominent 
business-men do not miscarry.. William 8. 
Lord, poet and merchant, is nursing. a 
scheme by which the portraits of at least 
twenty-fivé of the dead celebrities of Evans- 
ton may find place on the walls of Evans- 
ton's Famous Shop.” | 

Mr. Lord's store is one of the most impos- 
ing sights in Evanston, anyhow. As one 
approaches it in a trolley car from the city 
its front, dead ahead, formed at the con- 
verging of two streets, gives the store the 
appearance of an overland steamboat com- 
ing down the middle of the thoroughfare 
without whistling. On the awning which 
shields the double entrances are painted in 
glaring black upon a dazzling white: ‘

Inside the Davis street entrance the store 
stretches back, widening with every foot of 
length, and far back, beyond the rows of

But. while the Illinois authorities pussied 
with the case, in which a new trial for Bilis 
Glenn was demanded, it was discovered that 
she probablg was wanted at Parkersburg on 
a charge of raising a note from $100 te 
$1,400.

Lamballe and Polignac romped at butter 
making in the marble lined dairy, and seated 
in the shade of its porches the old philoso- 
pher, Benjamin Franklin, royalty’s honored 
guest from republican America, discoursed 
of the theories of Rousseau and the equality 
of man. 

This was the spot chosen for the féte. 

The day was brilliant, cloudless, with a 
gentile breeze, and at 2 o'clock the scene 
was ideally beautiful. So great was the 
crowd of well groomed gentlemen in smart 
frock coat suits and ladies in those muslins 
whose confection costs so dear that the 
uninitidted might readily be pardoned imag- 
ining he saw before him all that was best 
of high Paris society.

Nobody saw everything there was to see.

They Practice in All Parts of 
the World, but America 
Has the Most. 


ARRIET FONTANGES, a French 

woman writer, has gathered inter- 

esting material concerning women 

physicians who are practicing their 

profession in the various civilized 
nations and has presented the result of 
her research in a book, Les Femmes Doc- 
teurs en Medicine, which has just ap- 
peared in Parts. The made by the 
emancipation of woman in this branch of 
science is, indeed, surprising. America 
marches in this respect as well as in all 
other branches of the woman’s movement at 
the head of all other nations. The pioneer 
woman physician was Elisabeth Black- 
well, who, as Mme. Fontanges claims, in 
1847, according to other authorities ip 
1849, graduated as doctor of medicine. Three 
years later Philadelphia had six women 
physiciatis; in 1889 the number had increased 
to 3,000 in the United States; in 1806 to 
4,555, and at present it is estimated at more 
than 6,000. 

These women have achieved asrespect- 
able posttion in scientific as well as in pe- 
cuniary respect. The income of many of 
them exceeds thousands of dollars an- 
nually. Many of them are employed by 
various States, and some of them even in 
the United States army. Miss McGee was 
appointed army surgeon, with the rank 
of Lieutenant, in Porto Rico. Her uniform 


attire. Dr. Mary Walker was regimental 
surgeon in the union army during the civil 
war. Dr. Marian Hitty served in the same 
capacity in Virginia. 

A number of professorships are held by 
women. The Philadelphia College, founded 
in 1850, is exclusively conducted by women. 
The New York Infirmary was founded in 
1854 by the Blackwell sisters; the New 
England Hospital and a number of similar 
institutions were also founded and are con- 
ducted by women. 

In England the medical training of women 
dates back only to 1868, according to Har- 
riet Fontanges. As a matter of fact, the 
movemem in England was started as early 
as the 308 by Dr. Elisabeth Blackwell, the 
American pioneer, who practiced during 
the early 508 for some years in London. In 
1856 Miss Jeasie Merriton White applied, as 
the first English woman, for adimission to the 
medical state examéination. Her application 
at that time was refused. At present there 
are 396 practicing women physicians in Eng- 
land; 8 of them in London. A large number 
of English women is active as mission doc 
tors in China, America, Egypt. and Canada. 

These women are also compelled to pass 
through a course of theological study, and 
are then employed either stationary or as 
travelers in the colonies and the protec- 
torates to carry Wnglish influence by the 
Bible and medicine, by religious ideas, and 
surgical help, into the heart of the foreign 
territory where men would not be admitted. 


for Medicine for Women Only was founded 
in 1874 by Miss Garrett, and ie conducted by 
women exchuaively. 

The self-eagrifice connected with the call- 
ing of a mission doctor is equaled by that of 
the woman country doctor in Russia. Filled 
with the purest idealism these women, most- 
ly daughters of the country clergy or small 
merchamts, complete their studies, frequent- 
ly under the greatest hardships, to devote 
themselves to a life of self-denial, without 
any hope of a change for the better. Day 
and night they are on the road, often travel- 
ing immense distances in the bitter cold, to 
bring aid and succor to the dieinherited, the 
peasant, and the poor. This strenuous life 
is requited by the government with a sal- 
of 1,000 rublea, about $400. Women physi- 
clans who practice in the larger cities of Rus- 
sia have, as a rule, sufficient income, and 
some of them occupy well-paying positions in 
the hospitals. It has been found impossible 
to ascertain the exact number of women doc- 
tors in Russia; Mme, Fontanges estimates 
them at 700. 

In France, according to the statistics for 
1800, there are eighty-five women doctors, 
seventy-one of them in Paris, inindependent 
practice, but the government employs women 
as physicians in the postal, telegraph, and 


| other branches of public service where there 


is any large number of female employés. 
Since Lady Dufferin took up her residence 
in India the study of medicine there has 
increased largely. In 1888 there were thirty 
hospitals under exclusive female direction 
in India. The number had grown to 133 in 
1896. In fifty of the cities of India eighty- 
five women doctors are practicing. 

The study of medicine by women in Tur- 
key was permitted by an irade of the Sultan 
issued in 1804, but this order was repealed 
in 1808. In the meantime a number of Rus- 
sian and English women had started in the 
profession of medicine. These remain un- 
molested, and the authorities also tolerate 
the settlement of women doctors who have 
graduated in foreign countries, 

Egypt has two women doctors, one in 
Cairo and one in Alexandria. The latter, 
Miss P a native of Greece, is, 
since the last four years, employed in the 
city service. In her native country women 
are admitted to the study of medicine under 
the same conditions as men. Several women 
doctors practice in Greece, and rendered dis- 
tinguished service during the Greco-Turkish 
war, particularly Dr. Kalopothakos, who 
was at the head of a hospital, trained women 
for service as army nurses, and who was 
decorated with the order of the Red Cross. 

Dr. Kalopothakos graduated in Paris, and 
at the same university the Roumanian 
woman, Mme. Crakunescu obtained her title 
as doctor. She was followed by Drs. Dimit- 
rescu and Conta. The latter was appointed 
to the professorship of hygiene at the Cen- 
tral School in Jassy. Women serve as as- 
sistant physicians in the Roumanian hospi- 
tals, and there are at present about twenty 
female students in the universities of Bu- 
charest and Jassy. 

The fact that the Swiss universities are 
as open to women as to men is too well known 
to need elucidation. In all the larger cities 
of Switzerland wemen doctors are found in 
large numbers.

LADY BUGS, 


The Friends of All Humanity, 
Including the Small Boy. 


EWS that orchardists in Cape Colony 
are to import lady bugs from Massa. 
chusetts that the bugs may free thelr 
trees from plant lice, is a novel prop 
osition, which seems to be most .- 

tensely interesting to the small boys in Ger 
tain counties of the old Bay State. To these 
boys, for the first time in their lives, the 
phrase going bug huntin’” has a definite, 
material meaning, and they are working it 
from dawn till dark. 

For a thousand years or more various 
civilizations have regarded this especial bug 
as a perfect lady. According to tradition 
there are no gentlemen bugs. All bugs look 
alike in that family, even to the scientist 
who turns his microscope on it. 

Ordinarily the small boy in knickerbockers 
is at enmity with the creeping things of the 
earth, but with him the lady bug—or lady 
bird as she is sometimes called—has been 
an especial mark for his gallantry. He has 
been her defender ever and the rescuer of 
her family, as evidenced by his persistent 
warnings: 

“Lady bug, lady bug, fy away hom 
Your house is afire and your children alone. 

And where is the boy who ever knew her 
to ignore the alarm? She may have hesitated 
at times, but in the end she always raised 
her shiny, spotted wings and sailed away 
to the point of danger. 

To the student of tradition this considera. 
tion of the small boy for the welfare of 
the lady bug has its source far back & 
history, when dessicated lady bugs, ground 
to powder, were good for a good many ills 
that flesh was heir to. As late as 1800 the 
lady bug in varied forms was in the materie 
medica of Egypt, and some of our own 
grandmuthers believed that a lady bug, 
toasted hot and laid on an aching tooth, was 
a sovereign panacea for the pain. It was 
in this toasting process, perhaps, that the 
lady bug's fear of a burning house arose. 

There are several kinds of lady bugs. Ii 
general, they look like nothing eise so much 
ag a highly decorated grain of Java coffee 
moving at a snail's pace, and with no visible 
means of locomotion and support. Some of 
them are turkey red, with black spots; others 
are chrome yellow, with black spots; still 
others are black, with yellow spots. And by 
their spots the entomologist knows them. 
The seven-spot and the nine-spot bugs wers 
most popular with the pre-Rapheelite drug 
gists, perhaps because they did not splash 
so badly in the mortar. For even in life, any 
lady bug that is ru squeezed, exudes 
a sticky, yellow species of coach varnish 
that swells worse than a barrel of coal tar. 

In late years the lady bug has been most 
distinguished and considered because of her 
diet. She has a taste for the Colorado po- 
tato beetle and for the chinch bug that ones 

nawed Kansas corn. Orange groves of 

alifornia have been peopled with lady bugs 
that they might devour the destructive Sag 
José scale that once ravaged the groves, 
Plant lice and scale of all kinds are food for 
these insects.

ELIGIOUS services said in eight dif- 
ferent languages are held every Sun- 
day at St. Agnes’ Roman ‘Catholic 

hurch at Chicago Heights, III. The 
congregation, which is composed of 

280 families, numbers among its members 
representatives of almost every European 
nationality. As there is only one Catholic 
church in which to accommodate all the 
Members of that denomination, eight dif- 
ferent services are held throughout the day 
in the little church in as many different 


es. 

No echoing dissensions have ever arisen 
out of the complexity of the scheme, for the 
gervices are conducted with such systemat- 
fe arrangement of time and regularity that 
mo misunderstanding in the day’s program 
Ver occurs. The rapid growth of the town 
preceded by the location of several large 
manufacturing industries, has brought about 
this unusual condition of affairs at the 
Heights. The place in many ways resembles 
an earlier frontier town. 

Thus the industrial condition of the town 


has been responsible for the inpouring of 
hundreds of laborers and workmen from the 
four quarters of the globe, as it were, and 
invested it with an uncommon sprinkling or 
intermingling of foreign citizens. The Ital- 
fan district, commonly known as Hungary 
Hul.“ the Polish settlement, the Germans, 
who have taken up their residence omChica- 
go road, formerly a well-known Indian trail, 
the Swedish settlement across the tracks,“ 
besides a large number of colored workmen 
with their families, all bespeak the cosmo- 
politan atmosphere of the place. f 
Catholic priests from neighboring towns 
and Chicago alternate in conducting the 


‘ gervices for the worshipers of each distinct 


nationality. In addition to the regular Sun- 
day meetings services are held every morning 
during the week to enable those to attend 
mass whose work prevents their attendance 
on Sunday at the stipulated hours. 

Father P. F. A. Byrne, pastor of the church, 
conducts the early masses for the English 
speaking members, who claim the majority 
in the parish. He also officiates at the serv- 


_ices held in German and French. Among the 


well known priests who assist Father Byrne 
are: Father Cosimi of Blue Island, who 
speaks to the Polish members: Father 
Thomas Bobal, Bohemian, of St. Cyril par- 
ish, Chicago; Father Kranitzel of East Chi- 
cago, Ind., who conducts services for the 
Lithuanians; Father Frank Hayden of St. 
Lawrence Church, Chicago, for the Italians, 
and Father J. Plevneck of who con- 
ducts services for the Croatian members. 
Since Father Byrne’s coming to the church 
last December the number of ‘members has 
increased phenomenally, unt] now the seat- 
ing capacity of the church is taxed beyond 
its limit.

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DWARD .WHYMPER, con- 
queror of the famous Matter- 
horn, and eye-witness to one 
of the greatest tragedies of 
mountain. climbing in that his- 
toric region, is in the Canadian 
Rockies at the present mo- 
ment, bent upon a three-years’ 
exploration.of that almost un- 
known, ice-bound chain of peaks. 

It was almost forty years ago that Whym- 
per, with ‘true British persistency, camped 
upon the steep declivities of the Matter- 
horn, climbing when he could, and receding 
only when he had to do so for fear of his life, 
finally reached its bleak, icy summit on July 
14. 1865. At his time of life, when most me 
are content in an easy chair, with slippered 
feet, the figure of this old man, with alpen- 
stock in his hand and ice-ax in his belt, turn- 
ing to the blue glaciers of the frozen north, is 
@ gfand one. Grizzled, sturdy, and in- 
domitable in his old age, he turns with all 
the eagerness of youth to those icy heights 
in which so. long ago he won Excelsior. 
Whatever may be within the reach of the 
mountain climber in the Canadian North- 
west Whymper purposes to explore, and the 
possibilities of the field are so vast that he 
has reason to look forward to it with the 
keenest zest. No Baker or Stanley in dark- 
est Africa has had a more untracked wilder- 
ness in front of him than has Whymper. 

Future generations will envy the present 
mountaineer his glorious opportunities. Any 
man whose tastes lie in that direction, who 
has the health, strength, and courage, may 
win a name for himself as an explorer and a 
mountaineer. As an instance of the oppor- 
tunities for discovery which abound in the 
Canadian Rockies, last autumn E. J. 
Duschesnay of Revelstoke took a three 
days’ jaunt east ot the magnificent Van 
Horne Range and north of the main Wapta 
River. Although the trip was so short, he 
found himself in the presence of marvels of 
nature. of which no one had ever heard. He 
had the satisfaction of being the first of his 
race to measure the great Takakkaw Fall, 
1,400 feet in depth, and to be the pioneer ex- 
plorer of a valley which would prove-a for- 
tune to any Swiss mountain resort. 


Duschesnay’s Trip. 

“after following the bridle path from 
Field to Emerald Lake.“ he said of the trip, 
I camped on the evening of Sept. 10 by a 
charming little lake, which is upon the di- 
vide the waters of Emerald Lake 


early start the next morning,

For ten miles 
I was almost constantly above timber line, 
the trail keeping steadily between 6,000 and 
7,000 feet above the sea.

Had I the time to hunt I could have shot 
wild goats by the dozen, and had I been a 


* botanist I could have filled my herbarium 


with plants so rare as yet in the museums 
that they would be worth their weight in 
gold. Had I been a mountaineer there were 
a score of peaks in view upon whose sum- 
mits no human foot has ever rested. But I 
was merely out for a little quiet exploration 
and somewhat pressed for time. I could do 
none of these things. Yet I was amply re- 
warded by discovering two cataracts, the like 
of which do not exist elsewhere, so far as I 
know. At one point twin fails come down 
from the eternal ice fields in a drop of 1,200 
feet. In another a magnificent arch of snow- 
white water leaps 1,400 feet from the foot of 
its parent glacier to the bed of the Kicking 
Horse Cafion. Moreover, I had no hard- 
ships or difficulties to face. My sure-footed 
pony carried me over every foot of the road, 
and I was absent from Field only three 


days.“ 
Mr. Whymper’s Plans. 

Mr. Whymper will first explore this wonder- 
ful Yoho Valley, after which he will attempt 
the ascent of Mount Assiniboine, a giant peak 
about twenty miles south of Banff, i the 
Canadian National Park. This peak bears a 
striking resemblance to the Swiss mountain. 
Like the Matterhorn, Mount Aésiniboine 
is a needle-shaped mass of rock rising ab- 
ruptly from the enormous glaciers at iis foot, 
and, like the Matterhorn, it has baffied every 
man who has tried to scale its steep flanks. 
But Whymper is understood to have resolved 
upon its defeat, and it is-not-unlikely that 
the first year, of the present century. will 
see the ascent of Mount Assiniboine by this 
dauntless mountaineer. 

One advantage which, to the adventurer, 
the Rockies and the Selkirks possess in com- 
mon over the Alps is their wild solitude. 
Not one in ten, even of the higher peaks, has 
been seen by a white man, and not one in 
5.000 has been climbed. The lovely valleys 
are never trod by a human foot, and the 
lakes and streams abound in trout for which 
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no fisherman has ever cast a fly. Now that 
the Stoneys—the* only Indian tribe which 
hunted between the plains and the Kootenay 
—are almost extinct, game is as abundant 
as the checks which nature always puts 
upon the-wild things of the woods and 
ranges will permit it to become. Thus the 
man who cares for exploration and for nature 
will find more to satisfy him in Alberta and 
British Columbia than he can hope for, at 
this late day, in the Alps or the Carpathians. 
Last year Mr. Whymper made the prelimi- 
nary observations for this trip, and only a 
few days ago he left Banff with four Swiss 
guides famed for their work in the Alps. 
Perhaps only the Himalayas offer a more 
adventurous field than that which this party 
has entered. Whymper is a member of the 
London Alpine club and his reports from 
these northern ranges will have official 
weight and significance. The story of his 
defeat of the Matterhorn will be ever new 
to generations of adventurers. 


Conquering the Matterhorn. 


For 10,000 years the sharp Matterhorn had 
looked down in scornful pride upon the Zer- 
matt Valley. No man had ever succeeded in 
reaching its pinnacle. Time and again the 
hardy native climbers had started out to 
conquer it, but it had always been the same 
tale; they had returned worn out, dispirited. 
and humbled—the Matterhorn was victor, 
always. 

Then Whymper appeared. Season after 
season this quiet, resolute young Englishman 
made annual attempts to reach the summit 
and at length his dogged persistence waa re- 
warded. 

The Matterhorn attracted me simply by 
its grandeur,” he said of it. It was con- 
sidered to be the most completely inaccessible 
of all mountains, even to those who ought to 
have known better. Stimulated. to make 
fresh exertions by one repulse after another,

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At length, in 1865, on the 14th of July, 
ymper stood on the summit of the Mat- 
terhorn. There were eight in the party, 
which included Lord F. Douglas, the Rev. 
Charles Hudson, and Mr. Hadow. 

The Matterhorn had been conquered, but it 
was about to take a terrible revenge. 

On the way down Hadow slipped at a 
point where there was no possibility of his 
regaining his footing. The members of the 
party were roped together and had not the 
rope broken not one would have survived. 

As it was Lord Douglas, Hadow, Hudson, 
and Croz, the senior guide, fell 4,000 feet to 
the Matterhorn gletscher, Whymper and 
the two remaining guides being left 
clinging to the bare rock face and not know- 
ing how soon they might share the fate which 
had overtaken their comrades. 


Then the iron nerve for which Whymper 


has always been so remarkable showed itself. 
His two men were utterly unnerved. They 
trembled violently and the younger wept 
like a child. The Englishman alone remained 
cool and self-possessed. By judicious min- 
gling of threats, promises, and exhortations 
he contrived to instill into them some of his 
own unconquerable spirit, and at length got 
them back to a point of safety. 


Season of Accidents. 


From this historic incident to the present 
season of accidents in mountain climbing is 
a long stretch, but in this forty years per- 
haps no other situation has approached in 


dramatic elements that which occurred on 


the icy slopes of Mount Hood last Wednes- 
day, when Professor McElfresh, strapped to 
a board, with the senseless form of Miss 
Rawson in his arms, shot down a mile of 
snow from the crater of the vo to the 
safety of the timber line below. 


» Mount Hood is one of the difficult peaks of 


the United States. It is an extinct volcano, 
and the only approach to the edge of the 
crater is from the east. Even there it is 
rough and precipitous, and the loose stones 
which crown it must be frozen together fast 
in order to furnish a foothold for alpen- 
stocks. This means that the last part of the 
ascent must be made before the sun has 
touched the peak, and it necessitates spend- 
ing a night at the snow line. 

The altitude of the camp had told upon 
Miss Bethel Rawson of Demoss, Ore., and 
the effort of reaching the summit was too 
much for her. A sleet-storm overtook the 
party just after the descent was begun, and 
from the cold and exposure Miss Rawson lost 
consciousness and could not be warmed nor 
revived, and her weight was such that she 
could not be carried down to the timber 
line quickly enough, the only point where 
safety lay, as she was sinking rapidly owin 
to weakened action of the heart at such — 
altitude.

Rawson had to be carried over broken and 
dangerous declivities, with her supporters 
fearing for their own footing on the ice and 
rocks, and at the same time dreading that 
she might die in their hands. Professor Mc- 
Elfresh’s suggestion was the only thing that 
saved the young woman’s life, and his carry- 
ing out of his plans has made a new hero 
for the history of mountain climbing. 

Somehow there has always been plenty of | 
material for heroes in mountaineers. Only 
a few days ago a party of Germans climbing 
in the Alps showed of what stuff the moun- 
tain climber is made. On the last day of 
June the three tourists, named Weisinitz, 
Meixner, and Fischer, were on the Erzge- 
Birge, near Weipert. The three were bound 
to a rope, and at the top of an immense 
precipice Meixner stumbled and fell over 
the icy edge of it. The others, unprepared 
for the shock of the fall, almost were car- 
ried over, but managed to catch a precarious 
footing. Meixner saw their peril, and from 
below shouted to his fellows to save them- 
selves by cutting the rope. This his com- 
panions refused to do, and in their efforts to 
raise Meixner lost their own footing and 
plunged headlong after him, all three being 
killed instantly on the rocks a thousand feet 
below. 

A narrow escape in the mountains which 
recently was of especial interest to Chicago 
concerned Miss Emma Allen, 4059 Prairie 
avenue, in this city. Miss Allen, an artist, 
had been visiting a friend in camp at Squtrrel 
Inp, in the San-Bernardino Mountains, in 
California. The inn is thirty miles from the 
nearest railroad and in the heart of a wild 
country. : 


Miss Allen’s Adventure. 


Miss Allen, who is of slight physique, set 
out with her friend Mise Fuller, 18 years old, 
and the friend's brother, a boy of 15 years. 
They were gone all day, but at night had not 
returned. The parents of the Fullers became 
alarmed, and a searching party of twenty- 
five. miners was organized. 

Bonfires were lighted to guide the missing 
ones, but no trace of them was found till 
11 o'clock, when the searchers came upon 
the unconscious body of George Fuller lying 
beside a mountain trail. He was three 
miles from the nearest camp, whither he 
was borne on a hastily constructed litter. 
The boy was restored to consciousness, but 
Was unable to tell where the young women 
were. He said that early on Friday they had 
come upon a cafion of great wildness and 
beauty. Desirous of seeing more of it they 
continued along it in a southerly direction, 
scarcely noting how late it was. Night comes 
suddenly in the mountains, and darkness 
overtook them while they were still in the 
cafion. 

Then they realized that they were lost. 
The girls became terror-strickem and young 
Fuller offered to travel back to camp and get

ARIS, July 19.—One would 
imagine that during the in- 
tense heat prevalent in Paris 
high collars, ruches, and neck 
boas would be dispensed with, 
fashion paying this small 
tribute to comfort. Not at 
all. With the temperature in 

the nineties, no smart woman 
thinks of appearing without her tulle or 
chiffon boa, made in the most elaborate 
manner, respléndent with ruffles, flowers, 

and ribbons. 

So much attention is paid to these neck 
accessories that they are of as much im- 
portance as the dress itself. Some beautiful 
boas match the gowns; others contrast with 
it. The selection of the Kind one desires to 
wear is all a matter of taste, so much liberty 
being allowed this year in the choice of both 
tollets and their accessories. 

One of the prettiest boas I have seen was 
of white gauze, embroidered with a border 
of Diack chenille. The tour du cou ’’—that 
is to say, the part which passes around the 
*neck—was exceedingly full and wide. Two 
long ends of plaited gauze fell down in front 
and were finished by a double ruffle, edged 
with the chenille embroidery. When tied in 
a large bow in front the ends fell in graceful 
lines, and the effect of the whole Was exceed- 
ingly dressy. 

Another boa was of rose colored plaited 
mousseline de sole, falling in shell effect ruf- 
nes, the collarette almost | exaggeratedly 
wide, giving a cloudy appearance to the 
shoulders, which was both pretty and strik- 
ing. The borders of the shell ruffles were 
edged with tiny black Chantilly lace, a con- 
trast with the rose absolutely charming.

The latest novelty in parasols is the 
white silk parasol, with tiny black velvet 
stripes running up and down it in irregular 
lengths, forming a design. The walis of 
Troy in velvet is another design frequently 
appliqued on these, the newest parasols. 
Another particularly smart parasol has the 
edge of rich lace, the latter cut out and 
forming a wide border. There is less trim- 
ming inside parasols than at the commence- 
ment of the season.

room we see that in every case the closely 
sewn motifs of the lace are first made and 
the net is worked afterwards, the fine edges 


cot the design being caught up at the end of 


each line of the réseau, so that the pattern 
is at last imbedded in the net. 

One of the most beautiful designs for Bu- 
rano point was suggested by the richly or- 
namented celling of the Palaszo Rezzonicus. 
Lace was made of this pattern for Pope 
Clement XIII. about 1700. A portrait of the 
pontiff is still extant in which he is repre- 
sented as wearing it. 

So fine and close set are the stitches in 
Burano point that the lace is of most durable 
quality. I have seen a rare specimen as stiff 
as thin cardboard. The usual kind, however, 
is exquisitely soft and flexible, though al- 
ways with more substance in it than in point 
Bruxelles or any other lace with a réseau
